The Colonel then remarked 
about Tech’s new apartments, and 
said Mrs. Mamie Taylor, State 
President of the Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Clubs had ad- 
mired them when she called on 
him to discuss women at Tech. 

“Just fine for our girls,” Mrs. 
Taylor told the Colonel, in the 
same determined tone that has led 
her organization to spearhead the 
fight for technological training for 
women in Georgia.

MACON, May 10—(4)—Georgia’s 1947 peach crop will total 
10,894 cars, the Georgia Fruit Exchange predicted Saturday 
in its annual estimate. This is slightly more than last year. 

First shipments of the fruit are expected to begin moving 
toward markets on May 26 and the season is slated to close 
the first part of August. 

An estimated 2,500 carloads will be processed during the 
season, leaving the equivalent of approximately 8,394 carloads 
to be shipped by rail and truck. 

Mayflower and Mountain Rose varieties are expected to 
total about 12 carloads. They are expected to begin moving 
to market about May 26 to May 29. 

Interstate shipments of fresh peaches again will be regu- 
lated this year under provisions of the Georgia Peach Market- 
ing Agreement and Order. Thts means that “very small sizes

150 additional patients—if it can 
be financed.” 


The move for a streptomycin 
fund started with the patients 
themselves, when they learned of 
its remarkable results. 


Both doctors and patients admit 
that the “grapevine” at the hos- 
pital is extremely efficient. And 
the news of success in treating a 
few tuberculous cases by strepto- 
mycin spread over Battey like 
wild fire. 


It soon became common knowl- 
edge that in certain cases, where 
streptomycin was given, coughing 
stopped, hemorrhages ceased, high 
temperatures dropped, abscesses 
disappeared, lung cavities ‘closed 
and the patient felt like deserting 
his bed for a stroll down the cor- 
ridor. 


Having witnessed such remark- 
able progress by a few fellow pa- 
tients, Battey’s population asked 
that others be given the drug. 
Their request collided head-on 
with streptomycin’s high cost, and 
it soon became apparent that nei- 
ther the hospitals budget nor any 
other already set up could pro- 
vide the necessary funds. 


As a measure of their confidence 
in streptomycin, the Patients’ Re- 
lations Organization, an associa- 
tion of all white patients at Bat- 
tey, voted to start a streptomycin 
fund with $2,000. This money was 
earned by the patients during the 
past year by operation of Battey’s 
store and guest house. 


Now, you hre asked to add to 
the patients’ $2,000 until the goal 
of $75,000 is reached. 


You are asked to read in the 
newspapers day by day the stories 
of actual cases at Battey which 
have been aided by streptomycin 
—and the stories of less fortunate 
cases, in which streptomycin has 
not been used because the patients 
could not “afford” it. 


Your contributions to the strep- 
tomycin fund will be administer- 
ed by the Georgia Tuberculosis 
Association. Assistance from the 
fund will be available to a patient

Hundreds of requests for help 
have reached Mrs. Virginia Shuler, 
Director of the AMA Service Bi- 
reau which serves as a clearing 
house for information on localities 
seeking doctors and doctors seek- 
ing locations. In Illinois alone, 73 
towns ranging in population from 
300 to 2,700 currently°a:e asking 
for medical manpower.

Dr. H. H. Shoulders, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. farm-raised, farm- 
owning President of the AMA, 
tells a story of a crossroads prac- 
titioner that traces a trend:

At the latest 
count, there were 26,000 certified 
specialists, and as many more who 
devote a large part of their time 
to specialties, in a doctor popula- 
tion of 129,000. 

Hamlets can’t support special- 
ists. As the blocs of specialists 
grow, the ranks of general practi- 
tioners for city or country dwindle. 

Because there is no single cause, 
there can’t be a single renredy. 
search for sblutions is in progress. 

Albert S. Goss, Master of the 
National Grange, said “Rural 
America is rapidly getting up in 
arms over the inadequate serv- 
ice.” He says 1,200 rural coun- 
ties, embracing 15 million citizens, 
had no recognized hospitals within 
their borders. . 

“My organization does not be- 
lieve in state control of medicine,” 
he said. “We believe there should 
be a better way. Nevertheless, we 
believe in adequate medical and 
hospital service, and if it cannot 
be found in some other way, I am 
sure the farmers will turn more 
and more to state control.” 

The consensus was that all par- 
ties concerned should co-operate 


in evolving plans. The problem is.

Much of the hope for improve- 
ment is centered in the Hill-Burton

Act, adopted by Congress last 
year. 

It authorizes the Government to 
put up $375,000,000 in Federal 
funds in the next five years.

In 
Alabama the State provides a med- 
ical College scholarship for one 
person from each county. In Mis- 
sissippi and Georgia scholarships 
are offered to rural medical stu- 
dents. 

The Illinois State Medical Soci- 
ety has proposed that the legisla- 
ture establish a revolving scholar- 
ship fund of $50,000 a year for 10 
years, The money would be loan- 
ed to qualified rural scholars to 
finance their medical education, 

The long-range outlook is cloud- 
ed by uncertainty. The U. S. popu- 
lation is increasing. Life spans are 
lengthening. More and older people 
require more medical attention. 
The Army, Navy and Veterans’ 
Administration have to have many 
doctors, too. 

It may be several years before 
there are enough doctors in all the 
areas where they are needed.

ATHENS, May 10—Georgia 
farmers are two weeks or more 
behind normal schedule with 
plantings, but prospects for nearly 
all crops are fairly good, accord- 
ing to a roundup of reports from 
county agents and State Extension 
Service specialists. 


L. E. Farmer Extension market- 


‘ing specialist at Athens, said Sat- 
urday that a good percentage of | 


the tomato crop has been planted 
in the lower counties and water- 
melon plants are up and growing 
well in most sections. Heavy rains 
and winds in some sections last 
week did considerable damage 
but, accordiny to Farmer, plenty 
of sunshine and warm weather 
will help the crops tremendously. 

But rapidly-spreading infesta- 
tions of the white-fringed beetle— 
already repowed in almost one- 
third of Georgia’s counties—are 


threatening the tomato plant in-| 


dustry. 

Elmo Ragsdale, Extension horti- 
culturist, said that materials for 
controllin diseases and inSects on 
vegetable crop. seemed fairly 
plentiful. He said that the supply 
of rotenone appears to be ade- 
quate and that this is a general 
nonpoisonous __ insecticide. 


E. D. Alexander, "xtension 
agronomist, said today that small 
grain-Winter legume mixtures 
planted for Winter grazing are 
now supplying more grazing than 
some farmers can use. 


The Georgia wheat crop is good, 
Alexander said. A fair oat crop 
is developing in spite of damage 
from oat diseases. Both of these 
small grains have suffered from a 
lack of fertilizer for top dressing 
this Spring. 


George H. Firor, Extension hor- | 


ticulturist, advised that recent 
damage to the peach crop may not 
have too much influence in the 
long run. He said that, generally, 
peach’ orchards are in good shape. 


E. C. Westbrook, cotton and to- 
bacco specialist, said that most of 
the Georgia $50,000,000 tobacco 
crop will be planted by May 10 
and that there should be plenty 
of plants available in Georgia for 
planting the crop.

Establishment of an  Interna- 


tional Children’s Emergency Fund 
and liberalization of immigration | 
laws to admit refugees from dev- 
astated war areas into the United 
States were urged here Friday by 
20 Southern women delegates to 
the Conference on Human Rights 
and World Order 

Representatives of the Georgia 
Council of Church Women. the 
Women’s Society of Christian | 
Service to the Methodist Church, | 
end the Southern Regional Coun- 
cil ended a two-day session by 
crafting a compact set of resolu- 


tions ranging from a recommen-/! 


dation of increased medical serv- 
ice for rural dwellers to “re. 
Vitalization of community over- 
seas relief programs.’ 

Meeting at the Lutheran Church 
of the Redeemer, delegates 
summed up their findings in 
three groups: Human rights and 
world organization, human rights | 
under the law, and human rights | 
in earning a living. 

Women on the Human Rights 
ana World Organization Commit- 
tee urged the establishment of an 
International Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund. Members went on 
record as favoring liberalization 
of immigration laws to make pos- 
sible the entry into the VU. S. of 
refugees from devasted war areas. 

Action of the committee study- 
ing human rights under the law 
included recommendations that 
the group work toward training 
public officers, particularly po- 
licemen and bus drivers, in “the 
true definition of civil rights;” 
that members accept jury duty as 
“s responsibility and opportunity 
to serve.” and that members study 
the organizational and educational 
program of labor groups as related 
to the total economy. 

Delegates compiling findings of 
the Human Rights in Earning a 
Living Committee advocated 
“working for civil rights as em- 
bodied in FEPC, and working for 
the protection of domestic workers 
and others not covered by social 


security.”

2. Direct RFC to resurvey im: | 
mediately its program of loans 
and guaranteed markets for fac- 
tory-built homes, with the aim of 
modifying its requirements and 
stimulating greater activity in pre- 
fabrication. 

Starr said spokesmen for the 
construction industry had asked 
Congress to end housing legisla- 
tion, controls, regulations and 
channeling of materials, contend- 
ing the industry then could build 
homes. Many controls were re- 
moved. 

“The record they have made 
since then is sorry indeed,” Starr 
asserted. : ; 

“There has been no excuse for 
@ mad scramble for profits, all 
along the line,” he said. “As we | 
pointed out a year ago, there was | 
plenty for everybody—only short- | 
sightedness and greed would 
break the ready-laid egg. 

Starr said Former Housing Ex- 
pediter Wilson W. Wyatt “evident- 
ly tried too hard.”

Here in Georgia employees of Southern 
Bell are returning to work following the 
signing of a contract which, from the union 
point of view, falls far short of the de- 
mands which led to their walkout 33 days 
aco, even though some of the demands 
seemed justified. 

Raises of two, three and four dollars a 
week have been granted, in marked con- 
trast to the $12 increase which was the 
watchword of the enthusiastic first few 
days of the strike. 

That the walkout was ill-advised 
obvious from a quick calculation of the 
number of weeks it will take, at the new 
rate of pay, to make up for the paychecks 
lost while the workers were out.

A Program for Tax Reform 


Acting Gov. Thompson scored a hit ” 


with the State’s bankers at their annual 
convention in Savannah last week. 

“A tax is not a political matter, but is 
largely a business or technical matter,” 
he told the bankers in outlining the plan 
to revise Georgia’s patchwork revenue- 
raising structure. “The poorest person in 
the world to sponsor a tax program is a 


candidate for office. He is too likely to 


forget what may be a good tax program 
in his desire to obtain votes.” 

The Acting Governor then explained 
the plan whereunder a non-partisan com- 
mission of representative citizens will 
study the situation and make recommenda- 
tions for indicated revisions. 

Five goals have been set for the com- 
mission by Mr. Thompson who, aS a for- 
mer State Revenue Commissioner, has a 
better-than-average conception of the need 
for revising our outmoded and overlap- 
ping tax laws. These he lists as: 

“(1) Elimination of a great number of 
the 487 different State taxes now levied 
in Georgia. (2) Work out a co-ordinated 
tax program for the State, counties and’ 
municipalities. I think the State would do 
well to get out of the ad valorem tax field 
except for public utilities, which serve 
large areas, and leave that source of reve- 


— 


nue for local units. (3) Work toward per- 
manency in tax structure so as to elimi- 
nate shakedown tax legislation or fear of 
special taxes on special businesses or in- 
terests. I have an idea today there are cer- 
tain businesses in the State that would 
like to expand their operation but they 
would like to know what kind of taxes 
they are going to have to pay in the years 
ahead. (4) Pending the report of the State 
TaX¥ Committee on Tax. Revision, there 
should be no special session of the General 
Assembly of Georgia, but the General As- 
sembly should await the recommendations 
of this Tax Committee before initiating 
tax legislation. There is a need for study 
of tax revision, nationwide, so as to work 
out a correlated tax program for the Na- 
tional, State and local governments, and 
(5) grants in aid by the National govern- 
ment to the States on a 50-50 basis should 
be discontinued with the National govern- 
ment either bearing a bigger share in this 
program or allocating its funds to the 
States on an equalization basis.” 

The tax revision attempt is one of the 
most important undertakings of recent 
years. It is to be hoped that those who 
have been named to the commission will 
approach their task with full appreciation 
of its consequence.

Tuberculosis 
And Mother's Day 


There is no usual “Mother’s Day” editorial in 

this newspaper today. That is to say, none on 

Ee: No the editorial staff could bring himself to write 

one of those saccharine pieces about mother love. 


In the first place, there are mothers and mothers. Our selective 
service and war hospital records show that thousands of young 
men were ruined and twisted into all sorts of neurotic shapes, fill- 
ing our hospitals with young men who had been babied too much 
after they ceased to be babies, by mothers who mistakenly thought 
that keeping their children always babies was an expression of 
mother love. 


There also are mothers who exploit their children’s talents in 
a manner which has more of Simon Legree in it than mother love. 


Thirdly, there are mothers who are tyrannical parasites, demand- 
ing all and giving nothing. . 

It it my ‘lea that no mother who ever earned the love of her 
children eve. lacked it. Such others are honored every day by the 
love and respect of their children, and while their “day” may offer 
some pleasure, it is not important to them. Every day is their day. 


Also, there.is precious little comfort in the “day” for those 
mothers who haven't earned the love and respect of their children. 


I would like, instead, to write something about the 
Examples mothers, and the men and women born of woman, 
who are dying, or who will die at the Georgia Tuberculosis Hospital 
for want of the new drug “streptomycin.” 


_ The Georgia State Legislature will be regarded as a set of 
potential killers by the families of these people because, in its split 
over the Governor’s contest, it adjourned without appropriations 
for the hospital and the drug. Many will die because of this 
legislative failure. 


The new drug still is in a semi-experimental stage. 

Nevertheless, it has proved itself very effective in cases of 
tuberculosis of the bone not too far advanced. It has cured many 
such cases, It has failed to cure a few. 

It has been less effective in other types of tuberculosis. A 
few have been helped by it. Since the drug is difficult and ex- 
pensive to produce the cost is about $4 per day per person. Approxi- 
mately four months of t-eatment is required. The average cost per 
patient is about $500. 

There are an estimated 125 patients with tuberculosis of the 
bone who could be treated with a chance of success. 

Fund Today The Atlanta Constitution begins a campaign to 

raise the necessary money. We do not collect it. The 
details are to be had in the news columns. The campaign has the 
approval and support of the Tuberculosis Association, which will 
receive the money. If just 300,000 of Georgia’s more than 3,000,000 
persons would send a dollar each, the day and many sick persons 
would be saved. 


There are many more than 125 persons with the bone disease.’ 


But, because of lack of funds, pledged by all the candidates in our 
recent campaign of 1946, the hospital is limited. 

Here is a great es ip conye ta to attack tuberculosis in Georgia, to 
save many mothers afd to prevent others from having the disease. 


Action I would like to see Acting Gov. Thompson do some dra- 

matic abolition of some department and find the money, 
impoverished though he is, to care for most of the emergency. 
Let the people subscribe and admit more to the hospital and the 
chance of life. 

The highway patrol is so hopelessly disrupted and disorganized 
we might dispense with its services, except on a skeleton basis, and 
turn their money over to the streptomycin fund. 

I mean no disrespect to Mother’s Day when I say that it does 
not present us in an entirely admirable light. It demonstrates that 
we all have a certain amount of the sob sister in us and that we 
like to do our honoring of mother in capsule form, one day a year, 
and get it done with. 

I wish we could—everyone of us in Georgia—make a pledge 
today that we will contribute to this fund to provide a chance at 
life—and that we will make it a‘part of our future to give more 
of ourselves and our political attention to the social welfare of our 
people and the protection and improvement of the institutions which 
exist to do social welfare and public health work. 

If we do, countless mothers will rise up and call us blessed.

A Novel Plan 
To Pick Officials 


During Georgia’s long, turbulent political his- 
tory, these have been charges that gubernatorial 
candidates are selected in smokefilled hotel 

rooms by small cliques and foisted upon the people. There have 
been criticisms of the excessive cost of running for Governor, with 
contentions that a poor man cannot afford to make the race. There 
have been criticisms of the county unit system being unfair to the 
larger cities. There have been claims that Georgia has too many 
counties and too unwieldy a number of legislators. 


Now comes forth Ralph C. Daniell, of 51 Waddell St., N. E., 
Atlanta, with a plan to cure these evils. Daniell proposes a kind 
of a “round-robin elimination contest’ method of picking a Gover- 
nor and other Statehouse officials.

Listen to this: 


The State, says Mr. Daniell In a letter, should be divided into 
political areas of equal populations. Each of these areas should 
have one State Senator and two Representatives. This would end 
the criticisms of the county unit system, while, at the same time, 
preventing the “big city” counties from dominating Georgia poli- 
tics. This would give each section equal representation and would 
give each citizen equal representation. 

Then, if you wanted to run for Governor in your own political 
area, you could announce yourself and run—in your own bailiwick. 
You would oppose candidates who live in and run in your own 
political area. It would be unnecessary to obtain the backing of 
Atlanta hotel room cliques. You could ask your neighbors to sup 
port you without necessarily having to take thousands of dollars 
in contributions from big corporations to finance your campaign. 
If you won in your own bailiwick, you would then run in a State- 
wide contest in which the winners for Governor in each political 
area oppose each other in a showdown. Other Statehouse officials — 
would be selected in a similar manner. 

That is the Danielle plan for true democracy. He believes in 
it so much he is tempted to run for Governor himself to sponsor

ELL past her 86th birthday, 
Mrs. Hester A. Miller, of 
Columbus, Ohio, has cause © 


for real pride, and for deep emotion, 
whenever she hears that popular 
phrase, “Life begins at 40.” 

This mother of 11 successful chil- 
dren, all college trained, was just 41 
when she lost her husband, John L. 
Miller, in 1902. Undaunted, she took 
up the challenge to rear her family, 
alone, in a manner that would be a 
credit to his memory. 

Here was a stairstep brood rang- 
ing from 2 years to-17. There were 
three. growing daughters, Orpha, 
Helen and Hazel, and six chubby sons, 
Edgar, Stanley, Guy, Ray, Walter and 
Russell. Soon there would be another 
—-—a baby who never would know his 
father. 

Hester Miller was gratefu] for 
the crude three-room log cabin that 
was so much more than a roof over 
their heads and for the 1400: acres of 
mortgaged farm Jand--15 miles from 
Columbus — from which they would 
exact their livelihood. 

The soil had been good to her and 
John. It had been good to her father

back in Fairfield County, Pennsyl- 
vania, where Hester was born. It 
would be good to her children. 

Such faith carried Hester Miller 
through many years of hard work 
and privation. 


When the baby she _ expected 
turned out to be twin sons—-Chester 
and Lester—she wasn’t dismayed over 
the added responsibility. 

Hester Miller had good children. 
They worked as enthusiastically as 
they played. Reverently they joined 
her in family prayers. : 

As they grew and their efforts 
became more productive the cabin 
was enlarged to eight rooms. 

Morning and night there was one 
big chore; the milking of 15 or 20 
cows. Nobody grumbled, or tried to 
shirk this job, though. The milk 
check, as Mrs. Miller recalls, was the 
highlight of the month, although 
records indicate that in those days 
milk, delivered to the consumer, sold 
for something like 7 cents a quart. 

During planting, and the fall har- 
vesting season, five of the boys took 
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turns missing one day each of the 
five-day schoo] week. On that work 
day the privileged son did his job of 
tilling or reaping under the careful 
supervision of his mother. 

Since the children all had keen 
minds there was no sacrifice, from an 
educational standpoint, in this system, 

None would have been tolerated 
by Hester Miller who placed great 
value on her own meager schooling; 
meager because there were no facil- 
ities for her to go beyond the eighth 
grade. (This childhood deprivation 
had led to her vow that all of her 
children would be college educated.) 

Young Hester Miller, for her 
maiden name had been Miller, too, 
was fond of her schoolbooks. Perhaps 
she also was.a little bit fond of the 
strapping neighbor boy who carried 
those books, and sometimes held her 
hand, as they traversed the trail 
through the woods between school 
and Hester’s home. 

That boy was Jim Jeffries, who 
later became the heavyweight boxing 
champ of the world. 


The paths of these two Pennsyl- 
vania youngsters separated, however, 
soon after their schooldays and Hester 
married John L. Miller. Children, in- 
stead of books, soon became her life 
work. 

Life became’slightly easier for the 
Millers after Orpha and Edgar had 
graduated from college, and the older 
children could start teaching the 
younger ones. 

At one time when Helen May was 
teaching -in the near-by Wagram 
school five of her brothers and one 
sister were in her classes. 

All was not work, however, at the 
Miller farm. 

Hester’s eight boys were enthus- 
jastic baseball players—-all were ath- 
letes in college-——-and, with their uncle 
Emory Miller, they formed a semi- 
professional baseball team that 
showed considerable promise until it 
was broken up by World War IL. 

Five of the Miller boys answered 
their country’s call at that time. All 
came_back unharmed to Ohio when 
the fighting. was over. 


Eventually J. Walter Miller 


(Lefty) became a big league ball 


player and spent nine years with the 
Cleveland Indians. Russell pitched 
for the St. Louis Cardinals and the 
Philadelphia Nationals. 

By 1922 four of the boys and Hazel 
were attending Ohio University. That 
is when Mrs. Miller decided it would 
be more economical to rent the farm 
to a tenant and move to Columbus. 
In that way she could cook and care 
for her student-children. 

When they got their degrees, how- 
ever, Hester Miller and her son 
Stanley moved back to the farm 
until it was sold ten years ago. 


Now the 86-year-old mother and 
grandmother travels from one home 
to another and she always finds a 
welcome wherever she goes. 

In Columbus she has four of her 
sons and her daughter Orpha, now 
Mrs. H. A. Cooper. The boys are 
Stanley, a machinery salesman; Guy, 
professor of agricultural economics 
at Ohio University; Ray, member of 
a structural! steel firm; and Lester, 
an agricultural agent for the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad. 

Summer usually finds Mrs. Miller 
in Cleveland where the breezes blow 
cool from the lake. Here she has her 
oldest son Edgar, a ‘high school prin- 
cipal; J. Walter, manager of a con- 
crete pipe company; Chester, a 
science teacher; and Hazel, a mathe- 
matics teacher. 

In the fall it is Russell, an agricul- 
tural agent in Bucyrus, who enter- 
tains his mother. She brags about 
the game dinners she helps prepare 
after one of Russell's trips. 

The winter months are spent in 
Cambridge, Ohio, with Helen May — 
now Mrs. S. C. Hartman. Here Hester 
Miller misses Sunday movies but 
makes up for it by indulging in po- 
litical arguments with her son-in-law. 

While this remarkable woman 
agrees that it would be nice to live 
to be 100, she says her two biggest 
hopes right now are that she never 
sees another war and that “they get 
this one settled.” 

In addition to the five sons who 
served in World War I, she had five 
grandsons and two granddaughters in 
World War II. 

Hester Miller, who believes her real 
contribution has been 11 fine citizens 
to a peacetime nation, is Ohio’s

RNEST SANDOR, 25-year-old 
Youngstown, O., mill worker, 
was not used to liquor. He had 
taken a few drinks with the boys 
overseas on rare occasions, but there 
had never been a time when he wasn’t 
in complete control of his faculties. 

That was why, that night in April, 
1946, the one drink too many turned 
his whole world topsy turvy. It was 
a strange and terrifying feeling. His 
one object was to reach home and 
safety, to lie down within the secure 
confines of his bedroom and sleep off 
the fumes that blurred his vision, 
made his thoughts slow and fumbling. 

But to get home he had to drive 
the car he had borrowed. If he was 
very careful, he remembers thinking, 
there would be no danger. 

The lights of oncoming cars were 
stabbing cones that seemed to come 
from all directions. Distance and 
speed were deceptive; he found him- 
self braking suddenly. 

In an instant the inevitable hap- 
pened. The lights fused together in a 
weird pattern, the horizon wavered, 
he was going down, down...some- 
where in the distance, it seemed, 
there was a crash, followed by an 
utter stillness punctuated only by the 
agonizing screams of a man. 

When Ernest Sandor’s brain 
cleared they told him what had hap- 
pened, and as they told him horror 
and remorse flooded through him. 

Frank Giampietro, steel-worker, 
father of two little girls, victim of 
Sandor’s drunken driving, lay para- 
ivzed in a hospital, fighting a futile 
fight against death. As day followed 
day and Giampietro’s chances grew 
less and less, Sandor relived again 
‘and again the price he had paid for 
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his first overindulgence in alcohol. 

The victim’s screams became a 
live thing in his mind; the confusing 
lights stayed before his eyes; the 
thought of Giampietro’s family was 
a red-hot poker in his conscience. 

Eight days after the accident 
Giampietro died. They brought San- 
dor to court. The charge was invol- 
untary manslaughter. His guilt was 
clear; he had no reasonable defense. 
Nor did he want one. 

He told the court of his 20 months 
in the Pacific, of his six battle stars. 
He had been a good soldier, he said, 
and wanted to be a good civilian, too. 

Judge Erskine Maiden, Jr., a mild- 
spoken, clear-eyed jurist, viewed the 
defendant. ‘The usual sentence was 
an indeterminate term in the Ohio 
State Penitentiary. But what good 
would that do this boy standing be- 
fore him—this boy who had erred 
once at such tragic cost—this boy 
with the ineradicable guilt stamped 
deeply in his somber black eyes—this 
boy with the trembling hands? 

He would come out of prison less 
fit for society than when he went 
in. What good would his imprison- 
ment do Mrs; Ann Giampietro, bereft 


of her husband and his support, or, 


the little girls, Jo-Anne, three, and 
Lenore Clair, one? 

“Ernest Sandor,” Judge Maiden 
said, “I have no power to order you 
to do what I have in mind, but I am 
going to give you a choice. You may 
take a prison sentence or agree to go 
on probation and support the family 
of.the man whose life you took.” 

Sandor blinked away the tears. 

“I thank you for the choice, your 
honor. I want to support the family. 
I want to support the family more 
than anything in the world. I am 
deeply sorry for the heartache I have 


caused the Giampietros. I cannot 
bring the father back to life, but I 
do want to beof servicetothe fam- 
ily,” 

He hesitated and spread his hands 
in a gesture ~f hélplessness. 

“I should like to go to jail and do 
penance and support the family too, 
but I know that is impossible. I 
promise you they shall never want.’ 

Last Christmas Sandor voluntar- 
ily sent money to the Giampietros for 
presents. Every month he pays $30 
for each child. This will.go on until 
each reaches the age of 16. 

In addition he pays $10 a month 
for the car he wrecked and some- 
thing toward court costs and the 
$1,192 incurred for hospital, doctor 
and funeral expenses. 

So far Sandor has kept his bar- 
gain, willingly. even eagerly. ‘The 
tragedy is still strong in his mind, 
but gradually replacing it is the heal- 
ing knowledge that he is doing the 
next best thing to refusing that one 
drink too many.

VERY other Thursday, now, a little group of

The rockets, rising at a mile a second, hurtle 
100 miles into the stratosphere on missions which 
may prove as vital to human welfare as once, in 
war, similar rockets proved destructive to it. 

They are entering the distant reaches of the 
upper atmosphere and by telemeter are sending 
back to earth scientific news of that dark, mys- 
terious region never before explored by a man- 
made instrument. 

Twenty rockets have been fired. Thirty more 
remain to be fired. After that, especially con- 
structed rockets may be used.

di F I ever marry again, the man 
will have to be something ex- 
tra.” That’s what Florence 

Walton, great dancer before World 

War I and in the ’20s, said after her 

second divorce. 

Evidently Pierre Columbier, 
French motion pieture magnate, was 
something extra. She married him, 
with Spanish royalty for sponsors, in 
Lardy, near Paris, in 1933. 

Now Columbier has brought suit 
to divorce her. Both live in Paris, at 
separate addresses. 

His complaint was incompatibility 
of temperament. In French courts 
as in ours incompatibility means al- 
most anything you want it to mean. 

The suit remained some time in 
the “conciliation stage,” where, under 
French law, the magistrate is sup- 
posed to try to reconcile warring cou- 
ples. During that stage, Columbier, 
who broke a leg last winter at Cha- 
monix, the sports resort, said: 

“I have been too ill to pay any 
attention to the matter.” 

In Florence Walton’s days of 
triumph, ballroom dancing was a 
front page topic. Turkey trot, bunny 
hug and other oddly named gyrations 
threatened the reign of waltz and 
two-step. 

“Modern dances” involved close 
contact. Everyone felt he had to at- 
tack or defend them. Arguments 
about jitterbugging are coos and 
~gurgles by comparison with the old 
“modern dances” controversy. 

Professional exponents of ball- 
room dances, therefore, were head- 
liners of the day. The Castles, Irene 
and the late Vernon, made fame by 
introducing new steps. Maurice Mou- 
vet favored less strenuous steps, and 
introduced the tanzo and maxixe. 

When Vernon Crs'le died, Maurice 
remained alone at the top. 
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Florence Walton was the most fa- 
mous of Maurice’s partners. Some 
of the others were Eleanor Ambrose, 
Barbara Bennett, Leonora Hughes, 
Joan Sawyer and Lucille Upton, Sis- 
ter of Peggy Joyce. 

Florence was the first of Mau- 
rice’s partners to marry him. She 
and Joan Sawyer were in a Ziegfeld 
chorus line in 1911 when Maurice’s 
partner’ of the moment, Madelaine 
d’Arville, quit him. Ziegfeld, to help 
him out, lined up the chorus for Mau- 
rice’s inspection. Maurice selected 
Joan for eabaret performances, and 
Florence—-because she had had ballet 
training —for stage appearances. 
Shortly afterward, Joan left him. 

Florence remained with him for 
nine years. 

They “invaded” Europe, appeared 
at royal command performances, re- 
ceived jewels from King George and 
Q@ueen Mary of England. 

Florence and Maurice 
vorced in 1920. Maurice 
Switzerland in 1927. 

Meantime Florence had become 
the partner of Leon Leitrim, said to 
be the son of a Russian Count Kara- 
kowski. They were married in 1922. 

They made a motor tour of Africa 
in 1927, and Florence announced that 
she would make Paris her home. She 
and Leitrim were divorced in 1931. 

In France Florence appeared in 
revues with Georges Carpentier, Mau- 
rice Chevalier and other music hall 
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Maurice Mouvet and Florence Walton—They Intro- 

duced the Tango and Maxixe, Rivalled Irene and Vernon 

Castle, and Helped Make Ballroom Dancing a Front 
Page Topic Before World War I and in the ‘20s. 


stars. She opened a hat shop on the 
tue St. Florentin next to Patou, the 
dressmaker, in which .she featured 
bonnets perfumed “to suit the per- 
sonality of the wearer.” 

The year 1933 was a red-letter one 
in Florence’s ‘life. First, she was fi- 
nancially embarrassed as appeared 
later. Second, she made the state- 
ment about the “something extra” 
husband. She added to it cryptically: 

“If I were born again, I’ should 
marry for love; like most American 
girls...The French are different— it’s 
all arranged.” 

Third, in 1933, she married Pierre 
Columbier. Witnesses were Prince 
Luis Ferdinand d’Orleans-BRourbon, 
cousin of King Alfonso, Infante of 
Spain, and his wife. 

If money was the “something ex- 
tra,” Columbier was the man Flor- 
ence had meant. She became a leader 
of the foreign colony in Paris, and 
virtually as popular in New York. 

When Sarah Bernhardt died, Flor- 
ence bought some of her jewelry. In- 
cluded were rings and earrings once 
owned by Empress Eugenie. 

In this. country, Florence rivalled 
Mrs. Harrison Williams for the title 
of “best dressed woman.” 

Then, in 1936, only three years 
after her marriage to the film mag- 
nate, she brought suit against Fred- 
erick H. Prince, Sr., multimillionaire 
Boston banker and president of the 
Chicago stockyards, for $100,000. 


a 


Prince was then 77 years old. 

In her complaint, Florence said 
that in 1913, when she was 22 years 
old, she became acquainted with 
Prince in Chicago. 

A “father and daughter” relation- 
ship ensued, and Prince ‘gave her 
gifts and directed her business invest- 
ments, she said. Profits from the 
investments were to be hers, the com- 
plaint went on, the losses his. 

In April, 1933—-three months be- 
fore her marriage to Columbier—she 
saw Mr. Prince at the Ritz Hotel in 
Paris, to tell him that the current in- 
vestments had been a loss, she said. 

He countered by offering to pay 
her $100,000 for her autobiography, 
she said. She wrote it, tendered it to 
Prince, and he refused to pay her, the 
complaint concluded. 

“T’m not in the publishing busi- 
ness,’’ Prince is said to have replied. 
“Why should I agree to pay for the 
story of an actress’s life ten times 
more than it would be worth?” 

Nothing more was ever heard of 
the suit. Quite a lot of people in 
society were disappointed that the 
autobiography was never published. 

While Columbier was still in the 
hospital recently, he said he had no 
doubt the divorce could be _ settled 
“amiably.” 

Florence may remember that she 
said, “The French are different— it's 
all arranged.” Nobody has said any- 
thing, lately, about “something extra.”

OR the first time in medical history, hyper- 

thyroidism and toxic goiter can be perma- 

nently controlled by a harmless new drug 
without employing surgery, which may be dis- 
figuring and sometimes risky. 

To date, physicians report that more than 90 
per cent of the several hundred treated by the 
drug have been completely cured within. six 
months. Even the most severe cases have yielded 
to the powers of the medication. 

The drug is called Propylthiouracil, a com- 
pound made of carbon, hydrogen, oxygen and 
sulfur. The medication-——prescribed by the phvysi- 
clan-—-comes in units about the size, shape and 
color of aspirin tablets. Two tablets are swal- 
lowed every eight hours. The majority of patients 
are able to continue theic everyday routine while 
taking the treatment. 

To those who fear the surgeon’s knife, the most 
heartening part in the use of Propylthiouracil is 
that it eliminates entirely any need for surgery 
in most cases of hyperthyroidism and toxic goiter. 

The drug is the result of extensive investiga- 
tion of the medicine, Thiouracil, by Edwin B. 
Astwood, M. D., research professor of medicine 
at Tufts College and endocrinologist at the Pratt 
Diagnostic Hospital in Boston. Thiouracil previ- 
ously was used to help combat hyperthyroidism 
and toxic goiter, but it sometimes caused serious 
complications. 

According to their report in the Annals of 
Internal Medicine, Drs, Astwood and Vanden Laan 


state that 330 chemicals had been tested during 
years of research at the Harvard Medical School 
and at the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in Boston 
before discovering Propylthiouracil. 

The drug reduces excessive hormone secretion 
manufactured by the thyroid gland in the neck. 
It is this secretion which physicians claim causes 
hyperthyroidism and toxic goiter. 

The thyroid hormone is a single substance. In 
children it is necessary for normal and physical 
growth and development. When a child is with- 
out his proper share, Cretinism results, causing 
him to be dwarfed and retarded. In adults, it 
controls the normal functions of all tissues of the 
body. 

When the gland sends an excessive amount of 
the hormone into the blood stream, the individ- 
ual’s entire rate of metabolism is speeded up. 

His nerves become keyed up; he is tense, 
shaky, and his heart beats rapidly. Most patients 
are constantly hungry for food, yet their weight 
drops continuously. Diarrhea is present at inter- 
vals. A goiter may show up in the neck and the 
eyes may become prominent and staring. 

Surgeons attempt to correct the condition by 
removing a portion of the gland. 

Too much loss of the gland results in perma- 
nent myxedema, a _ persistent drowsy feeling ac- 
companied by the inability to keep warm. 

When too little is cut from the gland, the 
disease often recurs. Thus far deaths have not 
been reported from the use of Propylthiouracil. 

Surgery, too, sometimes results in tetany and 
convulsions if the Parathyroid glands are removed. 

The case of one young housewife illustrates 
the effects of the new drug. 

She ate excessively, but lost weight, neverthe- 
less. Her hands shook, she couldn’t keep calm, 
and perspired greatly. Even on cold nights, she 
wanted to toss off the blankets. Her heart pumped 
excessively; she felt weak and breathless, and her 
eyes protruded. 

Finally she agreed to undergo a metabolism 
test. Her reading was plus 60-——-very high. Her 
physician prescribed one tablet of Propylthiouracil 
three times daily. Within a few days her heart 
palpitation slowed up. The second week she was 
stronger and her shaking had decreased. 

She gained weight. By the end of a month 
she was well. The doctor reduced her dosage. He 
advised her to take one tablet daily for six months

to increase her chances of remaining well. 

Today, nine months later, she is in good physi 
cal condition, with little or no possibility of ever 
suffering a relapse, her physician states. 

Between 80 to 90 per cent of all cases treated 
show the same quick and permanent results, ac- 
cording to medical reports. If the patient is -not 
entirely well by the end of six months, his treat- 
ment is continued. In few instances have patients 
required the drug after eight months, according to 
medical journal reports. 

Work on treating the disease with drugs began 
in the laboratories at Johns Hopkins. 

Dr. C. P. Rickter was experimenting on the 
cause of gray hair when he. came upon a sub- 
stance that affected the thyroid gland. Eventually 
thiourea and thiouracil were discovered but they 
caused toxic effects and were fatal in a small 
percentage of cases. 

With the determination to improve upon the

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basic properties of Thiouracil, Dr. Astwood 
worked out this formula —Propylthiouracil—-which 
affords none of the harmful qualities of the 
former drug. 

Physicians must be cautious not to administer 
an overdose of the drug, for myxedema may re 
sult. But unlike surgical myxedema, this condi 
tion can be cleared up by reducing the drug. 

It must be emphasized, however, that simple, 
or endemic goiter can not be cured by Propylthiou- 
racil. This type of goiter is an enlargement of 
the thyroid gland, not associated with overfunc 
tioning of the gland and overproduction of the 
harmone secretion. Simple goiter occurs in 
various sections of the United States, such as 
the Middle and Far West, Great Lakes region, 
etc., where the foodstuffs lack iodine. 

Physicians recommend the use of small doses 
of iodine or the use of iodized salt for the pre- 
vention of goiter in children living in such areas.

man did not wear a black 
mask or carry a gun. He had no 

Saie-blowing materials. He just 
had his bare hands, an affable man- 
ner and a crooked mind. With only 
that equipment he was able to loot 
one of New York’s most 
guarded banks. 

The job was done in broad day- 
light, in the presence of scores of 
people. Most of the witnesses didn’t 
know what was going on, but the 
bank’s officers did. They knew, but 
they could neither vrotect themselves 
nor go after the thief, who was one 
of their own depositors. 

To their dismay, he had discovered 
a loophole in the banking system. 
Through that he-calmly stretched his 
hand and plucked out $1,500. 

The president cf. the victimized 
bank, the Empire Trust Co., was in 
favor of forgetting the incident —

quickly — with a thanks-be that the 
loss had been no greater and the hope 
nothing like it would occur 


that 
again. 

But his assistant vice-president, 
George L. McCarthy, was not the 
forgeiting type. Lying awake nights, 
remembering, he reasoned that no 
loophole is absolutely plug-proof; 
surely there must be a way of stop- 
ping up this one, 

As it has turned out, those sieep- 
less nights of his have had a profound 
effect not only on his own business 
career but on business in general. 


Moving logically from thought to 
thought, he turned inventor; now he’s 
head of the Recordak Corporation, a 
subsidiary of the Eastman Kodak 
Company,,;devoted solely to manufac- 
turing and selling the plug which he 
finally devised to fit the banking loop- 
hole. 

Since the same plug happens also 
to fit a lot of other loopholes, busi- 
ness in general is in his debt and he 
is in debt to no man. 

The shady trick that altered. his 
career was the simple tearing up ofa 
cancelled check, made out to cash. 
The depositor, who did the tearing, 
figured correctly that, after he had 
made out the check, cashed it, got it 
back from the bank with his other 
caneelled checks and then destroyed 
it, there no longer would be any 
genuine evidence that the transaction 
had oceurred. 

So, to profit by the amount the 
check had been made out for, all he 
would have to do was take his bank 
statement to the Empire Trust Co. 
and say, “Look, you’ve got me charged 
with a $1,500 withdrawal. Here are 
my cancelled checks. You can see for 
yourself no such item appears among 
them. You must have made a 
mistake.” 

The bank would be pretty sure it 
hadn’t made a mistake, but what 
proof was there? Its own records? 
No. - The check had been the only 
receipt, the only thing directly impli- 
cating the depositor; it had been 
returned to him and now it was gone, 
There was no way of convincing a 
court that it ever had existed. 

Less than a week after his bank 
had been stung in this fashion, Mr. 
McCarthy went to the movies with 
his wife. During a picture of some 
wreslLiers, mauling each other in slow 
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motion, he had an inspiration. Why 
not take movies of cancelled checks, 
also in slow motion, so they could be 
read with ease? ‘Then the bank 
would have aé_e really worthwhile 
record. 

Knowing nothing at all about 
photography, he began trying to de- 
vise some sort of mechanism that 
would realize his inspiration. It was 
a long, hard job; it cost a lot of head- 
aches and a lot of money ($22,000, 
wnh.ch he sheepishly told his wife he 
was using to pay off the mortgage 
on their home). Finally, he got the 
problem licked. 

‘The solution was a movie camera, 
tied up with an adding machine. It 
photographed checks by ai inter- 
mittent stop system, while they were 
momentarily at rest. 

By a special lens and special film 
emulsion it overcame the difficulty— 
previously insurmountable—of photo- 
graphing the color blue, in blue ink 
and blue checks, so that it would be 
visible on the film. 

As fast as one of his machine’s 
devices was perfected, Mr. McCarthy 
patented it. For him, as for other 
young men with vision, the U. S. 
patent laws had kept.open a last 
frontier, the frontier of the mind. 
They encouraged him to explore,

mentally, for they assured him that 
for 17 yex.s the fruits of exploration 
would be his. 

However, even w.th the 
completed and patented, there sull 
remained a major probiem: mar et- 
ing. For a while the inventor toyed 
with the idea of settling down in some 
good-sized city, opening up accounts 
in various banks and then pulling the 
same stunt the New York depositor 
had pulled on the Empire Trust. 

Once the local banking system had 
been thrown out of kilter, he would 
step forward and say, “Gentlemen, 
there’s only one way to protect your- 
selves against a repetition of this 
calamity. Install my checkograph 
machine!” 

First, though, he decided to attend 
a banking convention in Los Angeles 
to see what could be done along more 
orthodox lines. He took his machines 
(four of them) to Los Angeles and 
put them on display in a hotel lobby. 
None of the attending bankers paid 
any attention to them.

The Eastman Kodak Co. did, how- 
ever, and ‘began showering him with 
fancy propositions. 

Once more against the _ better 
judgment of his o\va bank president, 
who lacked Mr. hicCarthy’s faith in 
patents, he accepted the last of these 
offers and let the Recordak Coi pora- 
tion be formed around him. 

Since then, he has seen his inven- 
tion, improved by Eastman engineers, 
mushroom enormously. Today it is 
used not only by banks but also as a 
means of microfilming the records of 
government, newspapers, railroads, 
insurance companies, doctors and 
libraries. 

During the war precious military 
documents and all V-Mail were filmed 
by Recordak. 

Mr. McCarthy personally sees 
nothing remarkable in his story. How- 
ever, many ambitious young men, 
with bright ideas and the need of 
encouragement to do something about 
them, may disagree with him after 
studying his experience.

The School Board Wouldn't Let Lucky, the Guide Dog, Go to High School 
With Blind 16-Year-Old Patsy Ruth Fergus. Patsy Would Have to Choose 
Between Her Friends at School and Lucky.

ATSY RUTH FERGUS’ life would 


be lonely at best. -The 16-year- 
old girl is blind. 

Now she has virtually exiled her- 
self from her girlhood world rather 
than desert her dog. He cannot go to 
school with her. She will not go with- 
out him. 

Because the Los Angeles Board 
of Education ruled that guide dogs 
are “hazards in school corridors,” 
Patsy Ruth had to choose between 
the school companionships so dear to 
teen-agers and Lucky, who was de- 
voting his life to hers. 

Patsy Ruth lives with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry Fergus, in a 
trailer. It is the only home the fam- 
ily has found since leaving Columbus, 
Ohio, two years ago. 

Last fall the girl had been a stu- 
dent in the special classes for the 
blind at Los Angeles Polyiechnic 
High School for a year. The tiazel 
Hurst Foundation, an organization 
for training and rehabilitating the 
blind, awarded her a guide dog. She 
left her classes to take the six-week 
course of instruction with Lucky. 

When she came back to school, 
she was told that Lucky couldn’t 
come with her. He might bite some- 
one; the Board of Education_said. 

She enrolled in Hamilton High 
School. Lucky took her to and from 
school every day. There was no Dbit- 
ing, no trouble. 

After two weeks, nevertheless, 
Lucky was barred again. 

Her parents appealed to the Board 
of Education. Hundreds of sympathiz- 
ers signed petitions asking that the 
rule be rescinded. She said: 

“If you could omly know how much 
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he means to me! I guess only a blind 
person could understand, Since I’ve 
had Lucky the whole world has been 
different.” 

The board members unanimously 
voted that the regulations left them 
powerless in Patsy Ruth’s case. There 
was a hint of compromise, however. 

Because guide dogs, particularly, 
are “one-man” animals, they are re- 
garded by some persons as particular- 
ly dangerous in schools unmuzzled. 

What if Lucky wore a muzzle? 

The Hazel Hurst Foundation, 
Lucky’s donor, had said that muz- 
Zling guidé dogs is inhumane, how- 
ever. That settled the matter, so far 
as Patsy Ruth was concerned. 

The Board assigned an instructor 
to give her lessons at home. The 
instructor calls once a week: 

“Now I can take only two subjects 
instead of four,” says Patsy Ruth. “It 
looks as though I’d never finish high 
school at this rate.” 

Her parents, however, worry 
about their daughter being deprived 
of classroom companionship and of 
the associations they deem essential 
to the development of any girl. 

Some of her Hamilton classmates 
vis.ted Patsy in the little trailer. There 
weren't many; she hadn’t been going 
to Hamilton long enough to make 
many friends. Some of them sug- 
gested that she might come back, 
without Lucky, until she had finished. 

Patsy Ruth never wavered. In her 
six-week course with Lucky the 
trainers had told her that guide dogs 
lose their sense of responsibility to 
their charges unless they are with 
them constantly. She would never let 
that happen to Lucky. 

There has been a suggestion that 
the California Legislature might 


being 


make it legal for guide dogs to enter 
school rooms. Patsy Ruth is banking 
on that. 

Every morning, when it’s time for 
Edward G. Shelton to start to work, 
his Seeing Eye dog, Betty, brings him 
her harness, just as she had been do- 
ing for the past seven years. 

But she bumps into chairs now 
and stumbles over things. So after 
petting her, Shelton puts aside her 
harness and gropes his way to work 
the best he can without her. 

Betty can’t understand why she’s 
left behind—-she can’t under- 
Stand that her usefulness as a Seeing 
Eye dog has ended, now that she also 
has lost her eyesight. 

For years, Shelton and Betty have 
been a familiar sight on Salt Lake 
City’s streets and in its courtrooms. 
Shelton, now 39, was blinded by two 
accidents when he was 17. One eye 
was blinded by a premature dynamite 
explosion, the other by a splinter 
while he was chopping kindling. 

With the optimism and determina- 
tion characteristic of the blind, Shel- 
ton decided to make the law his 
career. Parents and friends read his 
lessons to him, and in time he re- 
ceived his law degree from the Uni- 
versity of Utah. 

Seven years ago the Utah State 
Junior Bar sent him to the Seeing 
Eye Institute at Morristown, N. J., 
where he was trained with Betty. 
She has since served him devotedly. 

Once she discouraged, with bared 


teeth ‘and a growl, a threatening of- 


fice visitor. She has pulled Shelton 
from the path of many an automo- 


bile. The only trouble he’s had with 
her was teaching her that she, unlike 
humans, did not have to stand when 
His Honor entered the courtroom. 

Now Shelton is in a quandary. His 
wife and daughters insist on retiring 
Betty to their suburban home. His 
fellow lawyers urge him to get an- 
other Seeing Eye dog. 

If he does, Betty is bound to be 
jealous and unhappy. So will the 
new dog. If he doesn't, Shelton will 
feel more “lost” than ever. 

They have rules against dogs in 
some hospitals, too, but the East 
Orange General Hospital broke then 
the other day to let a Seeing Eye 
dog visit its master. 

Frank W. Ellor of near-by Bloom.- 
field, N. J., had gone to the hospital 
with a stomach ailment. Ellor, a 
noted athlete in the 1900s, missed 
Queen, his Seeing Eye dog, but he 
knew he would be home soon. 

Queen, his companion for four 
years, couldn’t know that. She began 
to fret. She would pick up his scent 
and follow it to the front door and 
stand there whimpering. 

She refused her food. Nothing 
Mrs. Ellor could do would tempt her 
to eat. When almost a week had 
gone by, Mrs. Ellor became alarmed 
and appealed to Dr. Edgar C. Hay- 
how, superintendant of the hospital. 
Dr. Hayhow said Queen could visit 
Mr. Ellor as often as need be. 

When they brought Queen to the 
hospital she licked Mr. Ellor’s hand 
to let him know she was there. Then 
she curled up on the floor beside the 
bed, ready for duty.

k ‘THE stars seem to be twinkling

She had charm, 
social prestige, wealth and all the 
other qualifications she might have 
needed to make life an uninterrupted 
round of pleasure. She skipped it. 

“IT was compietely unimpressed by 
such things as coming-out parties,” 
she said. “I was always rather 
studious, like the rest of my family. 
Mavbe I could have had more fun 
by becoming some sort of a social 
butterfly, but I doubt it very much.” 

She had always been fascinated by 
the heavens. When she was a littie 
girl, she spent long hours staring 
at the stars and wondering about 
them. She could identify most of the 
more prominent constellations almost 
as scon as she could name her letters. 

In: college she had majored in 
mathematics, and aiter graduation 
she had a chance to become a re- 
search worker in the Harvard Uni- 
versity Astronomical Laboratory. It 
was exactly what ‘she wanted. 

In accordance with the family 
tredition, Henrietta started at the 
boitom. Her father had taken de 
grees at M.LT., Rutgers, Union Col- 
lege, Colgate, Stevens Institute of 
Technology and Washington § Uni- 
versity, but before that he had begun 
as*a technician’s helper in General 
Electric. He got as high as oppor- 
tunity permitted, retired, was called 
back to head the company during the 
war and is honorary chairman of the 
board after his second retirement. 

Henrietta’s uncle was Herbert 
Bavard Swope, a Pulitzer prize win- 
re’ who s.aried as a reporter and 
became editor of the New York World 
anc a famous war cor ‘espondent. 

She has four brothers, a lawyer, 
an electrical engineer, a construction 
engineer and a technician in advanced 
provopraphy. all of whom began 
ciimbing from the bottom rung. 

During her career in astronomy, 
Henrietta found and charted more 
than 1,000 unknown stars, most of 
them in the constellations of Scorpio 
and Sagittarius. Early in 1942 she 
was looking for Electra, the long- 
Jost seventh sister of the constellation 
Pleiades, when she was summoned 
out of the stars and into the firma- 
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Dr. Fletcher Watson, a former co’ 
league of Henrietta at Harvard lle 
sent her a message asking her to 
come to M.L'T. at once. 

“Before I explain anything to 
you,” he said when she arrived, “] 
want you to pledge that you will 
drop your other work at once and 
join us on a secret project. It’s a 
matter of patriotism, and we need 
you badly.” 

Henrietta promised, and was told 
about Loran, a system of electronics 
which got its name from the initial 
letters of LOng Range Aid to Naviga.- 
tion. In Loran, radio impulses are 
sent out from stations several hun- 
dred miles apart. (There were 70 ¢ 


them when the war ended.) The 
Loran receiver in a p.ane or ship gets 
signals from two pairs of widely 
separated siatio.is and calculates the 
time difference be.ween them in mil- 
lionths of a second. 

Aiter obtaining this information, 
the navigator can fix his pus.tion ex- 
actly with the aid of a chart which 
shows the location of the stations and 
aerial highways that can be followed 
along the lines where the conflicting 
radio waves merge. 

That was where Henrietta came 
in—at first. Her experience in chart- 
ing the skies, aS well as her genius 
for mathematics, made her invaluable 
in preparing the charts which the 
nav.gators used. Before the war was 
over she had charted. more than a 
quarier of the globe. 

But she grew up with Loran, and 
after it was transferred to the Navy 
Hydrographic Office in Washington, 
she became head of the Loran Divi- 
sion. That’s the job she holds today, 
when the system of radio guideposts 
may be expanded to al! parts of the 
world so that no ship or plane need 
ever again be coubtiu! of i.s position. 

When the Symposium on Polar 
Navigation was held recertiv at the 
Hayden Planetarium in New York, 
Henrietta was the only woman there. 

She still has a deep affection for 
the stars, but for a while, at least, 
she’s going to remain faithful to her 
new love. 

She’s a pert little brunette with 
large brown eyes and a quick smile. 
She pays little attention to her hats 
or dresses, but she drives a conver- 
table that would knock your eye out 
—-her only concession to the Swope 
wealth. 

She has “nothing against mar- 
riage,” but she’s not at all sure it 
could compete successfully against 
her many other interests. 

“One thing I observed long ago,” 
she says. “Married career women 
worry too much. When they’re home 
they worry about their jobs and when 
they're at work they worry about 
their homes. I’m very fond of 
tranquillity.”

ROUND the racetracks of the country to- 
day the hoodlums are speaking briefly and 
low, from the side of the mouth, in bewil- 

derment. Suddenly the twilight of their heyday 
is upon them. 

Fearless Jimmy Ragen’s fight against them. is 
vindicated; his murder is avenged. The American 
Weekly’s long crusade for turf reform achieves 
an end and the Thoroughbred Racing Association’s 
courage in enacting a code of regulations promises 
a better era in American racing. 

The code is specific. There are no loopholes. 
Its aim is to banish racketeers from the sport 
they have debased. It offers the most practical 
means, up to now, of making racing completely 
legitimate both as sport and business. 

No racing news service, it declares, may 
any longer sell its information to bookmak- 
ers; no bookmaker any longer may place 
comeback money at the track as a way of 
evening his accounts. 

For the gangland syndicate which, since Jimmy 
Ragen’s killing, has forced its way into control 
of racing news, that is a staggering blow. For 
bookies who have had the news piped to their 
horse rooms, it is a blow almost as hard. 

They had it coming. The syndicate’s ruthless- 
ness in the last year grew bolder as it extended 
its power from city to city, coast to coast. Now, 
for those who know how Ragen never bowed to 
it, always fought it.in life, the gang’s disaster 
seems in a way his ven- 
geance in death. 

Jimmy Ragen, on oc- 
casion, could be as pug- 
nacious and unyielding 
as he ordinarily was 
quiet and mild. He 
spent a lifetime build- 
ing up the racing news 
which dispensed info: 
mation fairly and hon- 
estly. In his later days, 
when he saw the syndi- 
cate, backed by survi- 
vors of the old Capone 
mob, moving in upon 
him, he knew he was 
marked for death. 
In the first of The 
American Weekly 
crusading articles on 
The Great Racing 
Camble last summer, 
Ragen said: “By the 
time this appears in 
print I may be pushing up daisies, but I'm not 
going to let any hoodlums tell me to move over 
and take my legitimate business away from 
me!” 

By the time it appeared in print, he wasn't 
pushing up daisies, but upon him already had been 
made the bloodthirsty assault which sent him to 
the hospital where, while surrounded by police 
bodyguards, he was to be murdered in his bed. 

The assault followed gangland’s old pattern. 
Sixty-five-year-old Ragen, driving an expensive 
car, alone, stopped to wait for a light in State 
Street, Chicago, at the corner of Pershing Road. 
Pedestrians were here and there around him; the 
district was fairly busy. Behind Ragen’s car was 
that of his bodyguards, Walter Pelletier, a retired 
policeman, and Marty Walsh. 

As they waited, a delivery truck, laden with 
crates and partly covered by tarpaulin, drew 
alongside Ragen. The tarpaulin began to move. 
Figures beneath it lifted it. Qhe barrels of sawed- 
off shotguns, then other guns, appeared. Mob- 
sters trained them on the sedan. They opened fire. 

Ragen, one shoulder all but_ blasted off, 
slumped over the wheel. ‘The gunmen kept on 
firing. The bodyguards began to act. Pelletier, 
the retired policeman, tried to use his shotgun, 
but said later he couldn’t because it jammed: His 
companion, Walsh, returned the gang’s fire from 
a pistol. But they escaped. 


OR months, Ragen, in a hospital, surrounded 

day and night by police guards, hung on, then 
in pain began to fail. It wasn’t the wound; it was 
something more mysterious. Long afterward, the 
truth came out; Ragen didn’t drink or smoke, but 
he liked a cola drink; the mob had found that out; 
many times that cola drink was taken to him, and 
in it often a tasteless, odorless, deadly poison was 
suspended. Its effects were cumulative. The 
mob, with that poison, and despite the pre- 
cautions of special police at the bedside and 
elsewhere in the hospital, murdered Jimmy 
Ragen in his hospital bed. 

If there was any question as to the type of 
men his enemies were, it was answered early this 
year. The men were gang-war men and the gun 
whose fire tore off his arm was a gang-gun. 
Chicago’s Chief of Detectives Walter G. Storms, 
after a long investigation, disclosed that it had 
been lifted not only against the life of Ragen but 
to end the lives of three Chicago hoodlums. 

A 12-gauge, auto-loading shotgun, serial num.- 
ber 129,224, it was manufactered by the Browning 
Arms Company and sold to a jobber back in 1929. 

In mobsters’ hands, it killed Danny Stanton, 
once overlord of Chieago’s South Side handbooks, 
and his lieutenant, Louis Dorman, on May 6, 1943. 
In their hands, it killed James (Red) Fawcetf* 
alias Forsyth, another hoodlum, on May 25, 1945. 


Ballistics tests proved it. They proved that it was 
one of the several guns found in the truck aban- 
doned by Ragen’s assailants in Chicago last 
June 24. 

As long ago as that, the syndicate was shoul- 
dering into the racing news business. Word was 
coming from Charles (Lucky) Luciano, serving 
time in Dannemora, that he wanted his hench- 
men of the revived Unione Sicilione to be in at 
the top in racing news and handbooks. ‘The Ca- 
pone gang was extending its interests. By the 
time Ragen died of poisoning on August 14 last, 
the syndicate’s plans for coming into racetrack 
power were nation-wide. 

With the indomitable old fighter dead, the syn- 
dicate’s tentacles spread out. In the last few 
months they have reached the length and breadth 
of the country. 

The mob crowded into Kansas City, Joliet and 
Kast St. Louis. It went to work on New Orleans, 
Denver, Omaha, Wichita and Los Angeles. Chi- 
cago was firmly in its grip. In New York it op- 
erated boldly. 

Its schemes have been big-time, mostly with 
kid gloves. But sometimes the gloves have been 
stripped off. Fingers have crooked around Thomp- 
son triggers. The spoils of the racing news serv- 
ice and of handbooks have been so great that a 
litthe gunfire has been nothing for a hoodlum -to 
quibble over. 

It is this plight of racing that The American 
Weekly’s series of articles, “The Great Racing 
Gamble,” through the last year has exposed in the 
hope of an abatement of abuses of the track and 
of institution of a reform that would crush the 
mob. It is this plight which the Thoroughbred 
Racing Association’s new code now promises to 
remedy, 

The associations represent 35 member tracks, 
all the great ones of the country. They have made 
their courageous move in adopting the code in the 
interest of the public as well as of themselves. 
Officials of the associati.ns say they hope the 
code will serve “as a greater protection for the 
two groups most vitally concerned in the sport—

the spectators and the participants.” 

No one can deny that the public needs protec- 
tion. The horoughbred Association accepts that 
responsibility, inherent in the new code. 

Here's their creed: “Racing shall be conducted 
basically as a sport, spectacle and recreation. As 
a sport, it must be honest and highly competitive; 
as a spectacle, it must be vitally exciting and en- 
tertaining. ‘There are fundamentally two groups 
to be served, the spectators and the contestants. 

“All member tracks must be certain that these 
fundamental! principles are fully maintained. Any 
failure will receive prempt punitive action.” 

This, of course, is generalizing. But when it 
comes to specific track evils, the code is sharp 
and clear, 


THIS is the terrific body blow to the syndicate’s 

racing news schemes: “Member tracks of the 
association may grant wire service privileges and 
any other form of communication service privi- 
leges ONLY to legitimate and approved news out- 


lets Which do not DIRECTLY or INDIRECTLY 
SERVICE BOOKMAKERS, betting commissioners 
or their agents or employes.” 

This is the blow to the bookies: ‘No member 
track of the association shall provide or permit 
to be provided any convenience of facilities for 
the use of bookmakers, betting commissioners, 
their agents, or their employes. No facilities will 
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be provided or permitted for the handling of 
‘COMEBACK MONEY’ at the track. 

“The maintenance of credit accounts, the pay- 
ment of commission in any form, the providing of 
telephone or other communication .services and 
any other form of aid to BOOKMAKERS, betting 
commissioners, their agents, or their employes 
willbe prohibited.” 

Now it is up to the member tracks to make 
the code, of which these are two provisions, work 
out in practice. They’ve told the hoodlums that 
they must. go: it’s another matter to make them 
go, and stay away. The hoodlums have millions 
invested. They have more millions with which 
to fight back. They will certainly stop at noth-

ing—-with mobdom’s richest plunder at stake—to 
make the code a scrap of paper. 

The member tracks have pledged their word. 
Nothing like that has been done in racing before. 
The combined tracks, comprising the association, 
have as their joint enforcement agent the strong- 
est arm of law they’ve ever depended on. This is 
their Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau, 
headed by Spencer J. Drayton, once ace of the 
FBI. 

So the struggle is on, the individual tracks and 
the protective bureau on the side of the great rac- 
ing public; the wealthy, ruthless racketeer syndi- 
cate, Which has controlled race news and great 
handbooks, on the other. 

‘The syndicate undoubtedly can get race results 
by wigwag; transmit them from headquarters 
near tracks; keep many horserooms. going ap- 


parently in the same old way, with the race an- 
nouncer’s voice droning on raucously through a 
loudspeaker as bettors hang on the results. It can 
get other information necessary to those who fol- 
low racing, and transmit it as before. But if the 
code works, the syndicate service will be no more 
than a shadow of the comprehensive racing news 
service, to bookies, in the past, 

The individual tracks, having agreed to stop 
the bookies’ news service at its source, have fixed, 
too, a penalty for violation of the agreement. If 
any member track in the association bréaks any 
provision of the code, that track may be suspended 
or expelled by a majority vote of the association 
directors. 

Subscribing to the Magna Carta of all honest 
racing men and racing enthusiasts are turfmen 
whose interests extend across the country; the of- 
ficers and directors of the association.

The action Hy these officers 
and directors gives national scope 
now to the war on racketeers 
which in the past has been led 
first in one state, thén another, 
but with notable success in Mary- 
land, where Geo-re P. Mahoney 
is Racing Commissioner; in Mas- 
sachusetts, where Louis H. Hoff- 
man is Racing Commissioner; 
and in Illinois, where Mr. .Lind- 
heimer, director at Arlington and 
Washington Park Jockey Clubs, 
has taken the lead. 

In general, however, the states 
have been laggard. Twenty-two 
states are partners with the race 
tracks in the gigantic business 
of racing, They share in the pro- 
ceeds, as the tracks do, and their 
profits come from the great pub- 
lic which supports racing by 
backing the horses it likes. 

In each of these states, between 10 per cent 
and 15 per cent of the total pari-mutuel turnover 
is deducted and split between the race tracks and 
the states, 6 per cent going to the tracks and the 
remaining per cent to the states. 

The total take-out from the pari-mutuel turn- 
over, of which the first 6 per cent goes to the 
tracks, the remainder to the states, follows: 

Arkansas, 15 per cent; Arizona, 13; California, 
13; Delaware, 10; Florida, 15; Illinois, 10; Ken- 
tucky, 10; Louisiana, 13; Maryland, 10; Massa- 
chusetts, 11; Michigan, 10; Nebraska, 10; New 
Hampshire, 11%; New Jersey, 10; New Mexico, 
15; New York, 15; Ohio, 10; Oregon, 12's; South 
Dakota, 12; Rhode Island, 10; Washington, 15; 
West Virginia, 10. 

In New York State, municipalities also are al- 
lowed to take 5 per cent of the turnover. 


HUS millions of persons are directly affected 

by the states’ interest. in racing, and honest 
racing is as much their concern as it is the tracks’. 

That the states, themselves, have not taken the 
initiative in combatting track evils is no credit to 
them, racing enthusiasts believe. In general, it ap- 
pears they have been willing to accept their fat 
slice of the profits, while often the public has 
lacked protection against the hoodlum invasion. 

In many states, the racing receipts have been 
earmarked for necessary and commendable use. 

The states have taken a proper pride in this, 
but many racing fans don’t feel that this is an ex- 
cuse for having delayed the aggressive action 
against hoodlumism. 

The American Weekly’s war on the racing 
racketeers began more than a year ago, when in- 
vestigators throughout the country commenced to 
assemble data. They ignored rumors; they got 
facts; they brought.inedocumentary evidence. 

On the basis of that evidence, as it piled up, 
the series on The Great Racing Gamble was 
started, and week after week abuses were exposed. 

Ringers, crooked jockeys, fixed races, false 
ownerships, these were revealed. Bribery and in 
timidation were disclosed. The rutHless extension 
of the gangland syndicate’s domination of racing 
news and bookmaking came to light. The splen 
did work of the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, under Mr. Drayton, was recounted, and 
the need for.support of its efforts was emphasized. 

Now the hoodlums, shifty-eyed and wondering, 
see under way an unprecedented reform. Their 
guns are in their pockets but their knees shake.

R a while it looked as though 

fate was going to be kind to all 

the sweet little blondes in New 
York night clubs and _ restaurants 
who smile at you when you give 
them a quarter for your own hat. A 
bill.was brought up in the legislature 
at Albany which was intended to 
make it possible for them to keep 
some of the coins they extract from 
cuStomers. ' 


The concessionaires, the villains 
of this drama, who outfit hat-check 
girls in dresses without pockets and 
shoes without tops so that they’ll be 
sure not to forget and keep one of 
those quarters, were sitting behind 
the eight-ball under the wording of 
the bill. 


In legal language, it said that no- 
body could take a girl’ss tips away 
from her. 

Now in case this sounds like a lot 
of ‘bother about two bits, listen to 
this: The concession business takes 
in nearly a half-billion dollars a year, 
and the quarter you fork over in 
arder to get your hat back is the 
biggest part of it. 

The business is big enough to 
attract investigators for income tax 
evasion. 

It’s -big enough to give the ac- 
knowledged king of hat-check girls 
an income of $1,000 a day, according 
to his wife, who wants some of it.

from Broadway right on down to 
Palm Beach and from coast to coast. 
It’s based on the well-established 
idea that a pretty girl with a pretty 
pout can sell you your own hat. 
Recently, the bill which would 
drive most Manhattan concessionaires 
to the cleaners was introduced in the 


‘New York Senate, passed, then sent 


back to committee in the lower house 
for a quiet. burial. 

About the same time, Henry Lus- 
tig, owner of ‘the chain of Long- 
champs restaurants in New York, 
was found guilty of income tax 
evasion. Part of the néarly $3,000,- 
000 the government said he didn’t 
declare came from tips received by 
his hat-check girls. 

Uncle Sam’s Treasury men 
promptly began looking around to 
see if there were any more undeclared 
hat-check quarters floating around. 

Calling the hat-check business 
“psychological extortion,” State Sena- 
tor Fred G. Morit introduced a resolu- 
tion which would create a committee 
to investigate what he called “this 
racket.” The resolution,. along with 
the bill, died with the end of the 1947 
session. ; 

A few months before, Mrs. Yetta 
Ellis filed suit asking her husband, 
Abe, for a divorce, for $1,000 a week 
alimony, and an additional $25,000 for 
attorney's fees. 

Abe, she said, could wel afford 
to pay it. As owner of hat-check 
and other concessions in some of the 
nation’s leading night’ clubs, Ellis 
was worth $6,000,000,.she said, owns 
millions of dollars in real estate, and 
takes in more than $250,000 a year 
for watching your hat for you. 


The suit, filed before the New 


Illustrated 


York Supreme Court, has not been 
heard, but Abe himself has put forth 
no argument about his ability to pay. 
He merely stated that he agreed to 
give her $110 a week, 11 years ago 
and, so far as he’s concerned, that’s 
all she’s entitled to. 

Abe’s money, and that of the other 
concessionaires, comes in by- way of 
the thousands of pretty night club 
girls who take your hat and coat, 
sell you cigarettes and cigars and 
novelties, and take your’picture. They 
work, incidentally, on a -° straight 
salary-—averaging around $40 a week. 

The idea is simple. A man ina 
night club doesn’t want to look like 
a cheap skate. He checks his hat 
and coat, then, upon greasing the 
palm of the headwaiter, gets a table. 
With a drink or two under his belt, 
he’s a sucker for the cigarette girl, 
who gets up to a dollar, including 
tip, for a pack of cigarettes. 

Then the girl with the novelties, 
dolls and whatnot, comes around. 
Her wares run to severa! dollars, plus 
tip. Then the girl with the camera 


takes a picture of the group, and 
he buys a half-dozen prints for @ 
dollar each—plus tip. 

When he reels off the night 
club floor, after paying the check, 
he runs right into the hat-check 
girl, who shoves hat, coat, and 
outstretched palm at him. It’s 
either pay up or be a cheap skate 

even though he probably knows 
that the girl won’t get one cent 
out of the coin he gives her. 

In fact the business of buying 
back your hat has become so ob- 
noxious that in many cities men 
have begun to go hatless. 

“Thank you,” says the girl, 
She is then allowed 

to hold the coin for about one- 

tenth of a second while transfer- 

ring it to a special slot from 
where it will be collected at the end 
of the evening. 

Without pockets, wearing beltless 
dresses and open-toed and open-heeled 
Shoes, the girls have a hard time 
keeping any of the money. 

Although the majority of these 
hat checkers are astonishingly hon 
est, there are tricks, of course. 

Some girls have been caught with 
putty in their palms, and a few coins 
embedded in it. 

A convenient crack in the wall of 
the cloakroom may be the hiding 
place for a bill or two. 

Another trick is to hide a pile of 
coins under a hat, and sneak them 
to a confederate. Despite all these 
dodges, however, the gleaming dimes, 
quarters, halves and even dollars 
pyramid into a beautiful amount for 
the concessionaire at the end of the 
business day. 

Some girls manage to do all right, 
though. Mildred Brown, a hat-check 
girl at the Copacabana in New York, 
didn’t have to palm any quarters to 
get a pile of her own, She became 
the wife of George Schrafft, Jr., heir 
to a candy fortune. 

Renee Carroll, most famous of 
the hat-check girls, bought her own 
concession at Sardi’s restaurant. The 
coat she checks now is mink. 

The real money remains in the 
hands of concessionaires like Ellis, 
however, and his chief competition, 
Richards and Hassen_ Enterprises, 
Inc. Many a night club is financed 
on the advance of a concessionaire. 
A hundred thousand dollars a year 
wouldn't be too cheap a price for 
the concession at any big night club. 

It’s all legal, too. Until something 
is done about it, a few men will go 
right on being millionaires, while the 
petulant little blonde, who gets the 
money in the first place for selling 
your own hat back to you, gets her 
$40 a week.

Adrian, Mich., on a May after- 
noon in 1929 some townspeople stood 
talking about good days ahead. 

They said they expected soon to 
see their investments—lifetime sav- 
ings put into a sure thing—-pay back 
1,000 for 1. 

“How is that again?” asked a 
stranger. He was quiet-spoken E. D. 
(Johnny) Johnson, reporter for the 
St. Paul Dispatch-Pioneer Press. 
“You mean $1,000 for each dollar you 
put in?” 

The Adrian citizens weren't reti- 
cent. They said they knew that 
through their foresight they would 
share in the almost unbounded wealth 
of the English buccaneer, Sir Francis 
Drake, who in 1577 circumnavigated 
the globe in his flagship, the Golden 
Hind, and, dying, left a fortune now 
running high into billions. 

“We're in with the man who's got 
. the estate tied up,” said a farmer. 
“He's sound as a dollar—Oscar M.

—and he’s in London, now.” 

“How are you in with him?” 
Johnny Johnson asked. 

“He needs money to settle the es- 
tate. We send it. We'll cash in when 
it’s settled. Simple as that. I’m sell- 
ing a litter of pigs today. I can’& 
afford to pass up 1,000 to 1.” 

Others all over town told Johnny 
Johnson the same thing. Lenawee 
County was sending dollars stream- 
ing to London. So were other coun- 
ties. So were other states. 

Thousands were investing in the 
sure thing which promised to divide 
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the proceeds of the Bank of England, 
the House of Morgan, the 22 blocks 
comprising the heart of London, and 
the redwood forests of California. 

Johnny Johnson went on through 
the Middle West. Everywhere, farm- 
ers and the dwellers in the little 
towns were buying into the estate of 
Queen Elizabeth's privateersman. 

In Cummings, lowa, the respected 
Dr. A. L. Cochran readily disclosed 
he was local agent for the estate. 

“T’ve collected $550,000 and sent it 
across the water,” he said. “Along 
with all I could raise of my own.” 

In Auburn, Iowa, one of the heavi- 
est contributors, John L. Hensel, held 
a picnic in his pasture and collected 
$4,000 for the fund. 

In Sioux City, lowa, there were 
residential! blocks in which no family 
had failed to recognize a good thing. 

Always the lure was “1,000 to 1”

the word of a thick-jowled, button- 
eyed man who once had been an lowa 
farm boy—-Oscar Hartzell. 

He was “Hartzell of London” then, 
living in splendor in London's Hotel 
Savoy, and every day he added new 
agents in the United States, 

He didn’t have to pay a dividend 
or make a refund. He found it wasn’t 
even necessary to acquire the veneer 
of a man of the world, 

His cables back to his earnest 
promoters in America sometimes 
were hardly literate. His exeuses for 
delays were outlandish. 

Jaghnny Johnson, in°a coldly ana- 
lytical story, exposed the magnitude 
of the colossal swindle. In other 
stories, he revealed the heartbreak 
that came to thousands.as they vain- 
ly waited fer 1,000 for 1—-for the 
nest eggs they’d taken from their vil- 
lage banks. 

Then he turned over his data to 


Post Office Inspectors Ralph Hug- 
dahl and Rush D, Simmons in St. 
Paul. That was not a good day for 
“Hartzell of London.” 

He didn’t count on the immigra- 
tion law. That was the law that 
tripped him. American authorities in- 
voked it, and British authorities de- 
ported him as an undesirable citizen. 

Into New York on February 16, 
1933, the French liner Champlain 
brought him, and on the pier he pro 
tested to reporters that he was “100 
per cent aboveboard.” 

“Remember,” he said, “there are 
two sides to every pancake.” 

In the fall in Sioux City, while 
investors still were contributing fresh 
capital to him, he stood trial for us- 
ing the mails to defraud. 

He had duped 70,000 persons, tak- 
ing in $1;350,000, the government con- 
tended, and the defense in reply said 
that his immense assets were those 
of an heir of the English buccaneer. 

The government showed Sir Fran- 
cis Drake had died without an heir, 
and in his will had said: “This will 
is drawn to the intent no controversie 
or discussion shall, after my decease, 
arise or grow, touching any of my 
lands or other properties.” 

The defense said: ““The estate, con- 
trolled by Mr. Hartzell, includes all 
the gold in the world except that in 
China and Japan.” 

The jury was out 
Hartzell got 10 years. 

He didn’t serve his time. He was 
sent to Leavenworth and then to the 
medical center for federal prisoners 
in Springfield, Mo. 

There, in 1942, he died and when 
the end came he was registered 
among the mental defectives.

HOUSANDS of people go 

to church every Sunday 
morning without stirring 
beyond their own front 
porches.

that many people telephone 
him in search of spiritual 
uplift every 12 months. 
The aged preacher responds 
with a 60-second sermon de- 
signed to buoy the spirit 
and renew one’s faith. In 
fact, the sermons have been 
compelling enough to dis- 
suade several despondent 
callers from suicide. 
Isolated hamlets in the 
vast rural areas of the 
South and West, too small 
to support their own 
churches, eagerly await the 
arrival of motor missioners 
—preachers who go out in- 
to the country districts in 
trailers equipped with liv- 
ing quarters, altars, loud

religion can be sold the 
same way.” 

Thus began, in 1927, the 
direct-mail approach to 
Sunday service known as 
“Home Prayers.” At first 
the minister mailed a one- 
page mimeographed mes- 
sage to 12 families in rural 
Vermont. Today his post- 
office parishioners number 
upwards of 6,000 — mostly 
Sunday workers, mothers 
who are housebound with 
infa children, invalids, 
the isolated and the aged.

HE collection plate is 

passed by mail, too. ‘Twice 
each year—at Thanksgiving 
and again at Easter--the 
teverend Mr. Clark re- 
ceives contributions which 
help pay production and 
mailing costs. He seeks no 
personal remuneration for 
his work and occasionally 
has to fend off professional 
promoters who are eager 
to commercialize his suc- 
cessful ministry-by-mail. 

The minister is just one 
of a new generation of men 
of the cloth who are spread- 
ing the gospel ingeniously 

and effectively. Their 
principle: when people 
can’t, or are reluctant to, 
come to church, the church 
must go to them. As one 
pastor put it, “We are 
(,od’s salesmen and we have 
to reach our customers.” 

A variation on the Rev. 
Clark’s technique was re- 
cently introduced by a 
Michigan minister who saw 
his opportunity in the juke 
box and records. He put 
a complete service on rec- 
ords and then distributed 
the discs to shut-ins. It 
proved a popular innova- 
tion. 

Then there is 88-year-old 
games Jefferson Davis Hall, 
a New York City minister, 
who delivers some 25,000 
sermons each year. At least 


speakers, record players 
and motion picture screens 
and projectors. These mis- 
sionaries have driven mil- 
lions of miles and have con- 
ducted thousands of ser- 
vices for congregations that 
number from two to two 
thousand worshipers.. Note- 
worthy among them is Rev. 
George Almo, of Ohio, who 
travels 22,000 miles a year 
to give sign-language ser- 
mons to the deaf. 

Widely Known as a float- 
ing house of God is. the 
“Gospel Messenger,” a 
houseboat that steams along 
the Cumberland River with 
religion as its cargo, It 
noses into tiny western 
Kentucky settlements where 
its crew of itinerant preach- 
ers hold revival meetings 
for the valley folk. The 
“Little Brown Church,” 
skippered by the Rev. Ira 
Marks, is another water- 
borne chapel which has 
come to be a familiar sight 
to the fishermen and trap- 
pers who populate the re- 
mote Atchafalaya River ba- 
sin in Louisiana. 


HE Reverend Marks, 

equally at home on the 
bridge or in the _ pulpit, 
steers his church with care 
through the intricate bayou 
waters, for not onhy does he 
carry religion as a cargo, 
but a schoolroom and a 
modern health clinic as well. 

The airplane is spreading 
the gospel, too, with flying 
schools for ministers the 
newest wrinkle. Among the 
first schools to get started 
is Victory Sky Pilots, Inc., 
organized at Winona Lake, 
Ind.,. by the Rev. Paul 
(“Flying Paul’) Hartford. 
A government licensed ven- 
ture, it offers ministers 50 
hours of flight instruction 
in addition to ground school 
courses in navigation and 
meteorology.

Then, having arranged a between-shows dinner 
at Rector’s, with Evelyn and a friend, Elba Kenny, 
his only guests, he had been amazed and perhaps 
chagrined to learn how very .young she was. 

It is significant that Evelyn at this time be- 
lieved herself to be a year younger than she actu- 
ally was—a deception promulgated by her mother. 
Thaw accordingly thought that she was just 
under 16 years old. This detail is important be- 
cause Thaw’s reaction was to be shocked that one 
so young should be on the hard-boiled New York 
stage instead of at school.

The mother, who considered Barrymore a

hands. K. Herbert ‘was 
always too busy to take up 
this offer, but she did find 
time to send us the secret 
of her hand success. 


Manicure 


IRST of all, she Says, a 

manicure is_ essential 
to lovely hands. It must, 
however, be done care- 
fully. Use oily poljish re- 
mover. Do not file nails 
unless they are completely 
dry. Nails have a tendency 
to tear if they are the least 
bit wet when filing. 

The way you file your 
nails is most important. Do 
not file into the corners. 
Let the nail remain its nor- 
mal width past the free 
edge of your finger. Then 
round it off just a little. 
You'll find this method of 
filing leaves nails more re- 
sistant to breakage. 

Nails need nourishment. 
Use a good nail cream on 
them ithe heavier’ the 
cream the better, writes 
K.). Massage the cream 
over the nail and into the 
surrounding cuticle. Any 
excess nail cream can be 
used to good advantage on 
the rest of your hand. 

Nail cream will not harm 
the polish and should be 
used at least three times a 
day. 

Treat Gently 

OU’LL get better wear 

from polish by applying 
two to four coats of it. And 
our Washington friend sug- 
gests that instead of re- 
moving the polish each 
time it chips, you merely 
patch it and add another 
coat of the same color. She 
believes that these many 
coats of polish are good 
protection for your nails. 
And she likes to go 10 days 
between manicures. 

Whether the manicure is 


professionally done or not, 
care should be taken not to 
scratch the nail. Cuticle 
should not be cut, because 
it grows back thicker, often 
bringing hangnails with it. 


Hangnails 


ANGNAILS, however, 

should be nipped im- 
mediately upon discovery. 
Don't pull at them, though, 
or clip them too deeply. 
After clipping, massage nail 
cream into the cuticle to 
soften any rough edges. 

Before applying a new 
coat of polish, scrub nails 
thoroughly with a_ hand 
brush. Polish will not ad- 
here to oil-covered nails. 

Apply polish and let it 
dry naturally. Cold water 
may help seal it, but it 
may also cause the polish 
to crack. 

Miss Herbert finds that 
a hand cream which leaves 
no sticky residue or coat- 
ing is most desirable. Hand 
cream should be applied 
after each time  you’ve 
touched water. However, 
make sure your hands are 
clean; otherwise, you'll be 
massaging the dirt into 
them deeper and deeper. 
And there’s nothing more 
damaging to lovely, smooth 
hands than dirt. 

Here’s a tip for typists: 
To keep nails from being 
torn or split while typing 
or handling papers, apply 
nail polish over the end of 
your nail clear to the other 
side.
